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Introduction 


The primary purpose is to support advanced research 
in the humanities and the social sciences, the term 
“research” being taken to include all forms of scho- 
larly inquiry and the activities associated therewith 
(subject to limitations mentioned in next column). 
Research grants are intended to support free 
research initiated by a scholar or a group of scholars. 


Research grants are made to a principal investigator 
not to a university, institute or department. An appli- 
cation must be submitted by the principal investigator 
rather than by his institution or organization. Team 
projects are accepted on condition that one person 
assumes the responsibility of acting as principal 
investigator. 


A research grant is offered in support of a coherent 
project with a clearly stated objective and a well 
defined plan for reaching that objective and not as a 
subsidy for the overall research or teaching program 
of a department, institute or centre. The Council has 
no objection if, as a by-product, certain training 
benefits, including material which may be used in the 
preparation of theses and dissertations, accrue to 
students who are involved as research assistants. 
However a research grant will not be made when a 
project appears to have been devised primarily to 
obtain support for graduate students, nor when a 
scholar has lent his name to a project which is in 
reality that of a graduate student doing research for 
his dissertation. 


Although research grants are designed primarily to 
meet the needs of career scholars in Canadian uni- 
versities, private scholars and researchers not em- 
ployed by a university may qualify for assistance If 
their proposals meet scholarly standards of judgment 
as to the merit of the project and the competence of 
the applicant. 


Limitations 


5 Research grants are not given for the following 
purposes: 
i research done under contract for a public or 
private agency or firm (with the exception of 
work commissioned by a publisher) 


ii unspecified research activity 
iil research for degree requirements 


iv publication costs of books or research reports 
(funds for this purpose are provided through the 
Social Science Research Council and the Human- 
ities Research Council, 151 Slater St., Ottawa) 


v preparation of a text-book, reader, handbook or 
manual of instruction 


vi preparation of concordances, indexes, compila- 
tions, lists and bibliographies (annotated and 
critical bibliographies are not excluded)

intended for class-room needs or teaching 
purposes

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Topics Accepted 


The Canada Council supports research focussed on 
the study of man whether the work is undertaken 
within a traditional discipline or as an interdiscipli- 
nary venture. In general it confines its assistance to 
research in the humanities and the social sciences; 
research in the natural and biological sciences is 
supported by the National Research Council and the 
Medical Research Council. 


The Council recognizes, however, that the boundaries 
between the various domains cannot always be drawn 
with clarity. It is therefore willing to entertain propo- 
sals which include research components from the 
natural or biological sciences provided that the 
objective of the project falls clearly within the realm 
of the humanities and the social sciences. The object- 
ive rather than the methodology of a project is 
regarded as the primary factor in determining where 
support should be sought. Through continuing con- 
sultation the three Councils attempt to ensure that 
every eligible project is accepted by one or other of 
the Councils. Whenever possible, a borderline project 
is defined as being the responsibility of one Council 
only in order to avoid overlapping support. 


Furthermore, it is the normal rule that the eligibility of 
a proposal is determined on the basis of the content 
of the project rather than by the institutional attach- 
ment of the applicant. The Council excludes projects 
concerned primarily with improving professional 
qualifications in such fields as accountancy, law, 
library science, social work, theology and education 
but this should not be construed to mean that re- 
search projects from faculties which offer profes- 
sional training will not be accepted.

In the case of psychology the Council shares the 
broad field with the Medical Research Council and 
the National Research Council, the respective areas 
of support of each to be defined in an agreed Tri- 


Council statement. 


In the case of geography, the Canada Council ex- 
pects that projects closely related to the earth 
sciences will be presented to NRC. 


Research on the history of science, the philosophy of 
science, the sociology of science or the study of 
science policy is supported by the Canada Council. 


While the Arts Division of the Canada Council offers 
assistance for creative writing and for artistic per- 
formance and production, the Humanities and Social 
Sciences Division supports research on the philo- 
sophy and history of art, theatre and music, as well as 
biographical studies of artists and certain types of 
critical analysis of their works. 
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Eligibility of Applicants 


A research grant application may be submitted by 
any person who is a Canadian citizen or a resident 
of Canada, or who is a full-time member of a 
Canadian university faculty, subject to the following 
conditions: 


In the case of foreign scholars newly appointed to a 
Canadian university, applications will be entertained 
only after the scholar has taken up residence in 
Canada. 


Grants are offered in the expectation that scholars 
will continue to contribute to the Canadian academic 
community upon completion of their project. Accord- 
ingly, applications from a Canadian who is resident 
abroad will be considered only if the subject of re- 
search is of special interest to Canada or if his 
foreign residence is clearly temporary and evidence 
is provided that he will return to Canada on a spe- 
cified date. Evidence should include not only a 
statement from the applicant but a statement froma 
university indicating that the scholar has a firm 
appointment beginning on the stated date. 


Since research grants are intended to support 
scholars who have established themselves in Canada, 
or who intend to do so, the Council does not provide 
such grants for visiting scholars. 


Research grants will not normally be provided for 
those who are enrolled in a program of graduate 
studies. Since the Council is committed to the pur- 
pose of assisting graduate students and faculty 
members who wish to obtain a Ph.D. or equivalent 
degree to do so in the shortest possible time, it does 
not wish to encourage doctoral candidates to divide 
their attention between degree work and a research 
project. 


Application for Standard Grants 


18 Requests must be submitted on Research Grant 
Application forms. Only one copy is required; the 
applicant should keep a duplicate copy in his own 
files. Upon receipt of an application, a copy of the 
first page will be returned to the applicant as notice 
of receipt. On it will be stamped an application num- 
ber which should be used in all further communica- 
tions about the project. Applicants are requested to 
inform all collaborators of the number which has 
been assigned. 


20 Letters or briefs will not be accepted in lieu of 
properly completed application forms. 


21 Applications must be filled out in type-written form. 
The top copy should be sent to the Council. Since the 
applications must be xeroxed to be sent to assessors, 
handwritten or carbon copies will not provide the 
assessors with legible documents. 


22 All applicants, including those scholars well-known 
to other members of the academic community, are 
expected to present full details of their research pro- 
ject in order to ensure a fair evaluation of its merits 
by assessors. A bibliography covering related re- 
search should be included when applicable. 


23 If the applicant wishes to append printed or mimeo- 
graphed supplementary documents, he is requested if 
at all possible to supply 4 copies. This will save the 
time and effort needed to xerox these documents in 
the Council office before the request can be sent out 
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for assessment. While many types of research can be 
fully described on the three pages allowed in the 
application forms, the applicant should not hesitate 
to use additional sheets in order to provide all 
relevant information. 


Applications from members of university faculties 
must bear not only the signature of the head of a 
department, but also an authorized signature on 
behalf of the university (usually the Dean of Graduate 
Studies or the Director of Research Grants Adminis- 
tration), to indicate the university’s awareness of the 
research plans of the applicant and its willingness to 
administer the grant. 


When an applicant applies for the first time to the 
Canada Council it is recommended that he submit a 
brief example (such as an offprint of a published 
article) of previous work related either to the 
proposed project or to other scholarly activity. 


There is no ceiling on the amount which may be re- 
quested in applying for a standard grant. In a stan- 

dard grant support is provided for up to one year of 
work (or for 18 months if a project can be fully com- 
pleted in that time). 


A scholar may apply for a series of standard grants in 
support of the same project. Each request for renewal 
must be submitted on the regular application forms. 

It should include a brief recapitulation of the overall 
objective and plans, a detailed report of progress, 
and aclear indication of the work to be done in the 
coming year. The request will be assessed in the 
usual way. 


When a standard grant is made, it implies no auto- 
matic commitment on the part of the Council for 
future support. 


Application for Extended Grants 


29 In the case of projects which are of two or more 
years’ continuous duration and which are found to be 
of undisputed merit, the Council is willing to commit 
itself to support for two year’s work, with the possibi- 
lity of renewal for up to a total of five years, subject 
to availability of funds. 


30 Applications for such extended grants will be enter- 
tained only from scholars who have been resident in 
Canada at least 12 months prior to submitting the 
request. 


31 A grant will be automatically terminated if the prin- 
cipal investigator moves to another country before 
completion of the project. The grant is not necessarily 
portable from one university in Canada to another, 
but may be transferred if both universities agree to 
such an arrangement. 


82 The standard application forms should be used, but a 
detailed budget should be provided to cover the first 
two years of work, along with a statement of the ex- 
pected duration of the project and estimates of the 
total cost for each successive year after the first two. 


33 In the event of a favourable decision funds will be 
committed by the Council for the first two years, to be 
paid in four instalments, the first on the applicant’s 
request and later instalments upon receipt of 
satisfactory financial statements and brief reports of 
activity.

34 The applicant needing support beyond the initial two

years will be expected to apply for further assistance 
six months before his grant expires, that is 18 months 
from the actual date on which he began his research 
activity. He has at this point the option of applying for 
one more year of support, or alternatively for another 
two-year grant. He must at this time present a major 
report of progress, covering the results of his re- 
search to date. Assessment of this report will in large 
part determine whether the Council will provide 
another grant. Six months before the end of a second 
two-year grant, an applicant who wishes to request a 
final grant must again present a major report of 
progress. 


If an application for an extended grant is judged to be 
of insufficient merit to warrant a long-term committ- 
ment it may be rejected by the Council or a standard 
one-year grant may be awarded, with further support 
being dependent on favourable assessment of the 
progress made during the first year. 


With the exception of the conditions stated above, all 
terms and conditions related to standard grants apply 
also to extended grants. 
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Deadlines 





37 Applications may be made at any time of the year. In 


the case of requests for less than $5,000 every effort, 
consistent with full and fair appraisal, is made to 
reach a decision within three months of the time the 
application is received. Requests for more than 
$5,000 frequently take longer: priority is given to 
applications which are received at least four months 
before the regular meetings of the Council. These 
normally occur in early April, early June, mid-August, 
mid-November and mid-February. 


38 Announcement of awards of over $5,000 are made im- 


mediately after each Council meeting; notice of 
awards for smaller grants are sent out more 
frequently. 
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Adjudication 


Research grants are not adjudicated by a jury or 
committee of specialists. Instead the Council sends 
each application to referees named by the applicant 
and to specialists chosen for their expertise on the 
topic presented in the proposal. The Council makes 
its decision on the basis of the confidential evalu- 
ations received from the assessors together with the 
advice of a broadly representative panel of academic 
advisors which reviews projects in the light of both 
the assessors’ opinions and Council policies. 


The Council asks assessors to scrutinize the signifi- 
cance and feasibility of the project as well as the 
qualifications of the applicant to carry out success- 
fully the proposed research. The Council believes 
that one test of a scholar’s competence to do re- 
search is his ability to present a clearly defined topic 
and a well thought out plan for the work he proposes 
to undertake and to describe his proposal in an 
orderly and convincing manner. The Council there- 
fore will not provide support purely on the basis of 
the reputation of a scholar if the project is evaluated 
as vague, inadequately planned or of doubtful 
feasibility. 


In the case of a refusal, reasons are not given, nor 
are the comments of assessors forwarded to the 
applicant. 
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Condition of Holding a Grant 


Grants are made on the understanding that inves- 
tigators agree to observe any specific conditions 
attached to the grant as well as the general policies 
and procedures outlined in this booklet. The Council 
reserves the right to withdraw grants after due notice 
if it is found that the conditions are not being 
observed or if the project no longer seems viable. 


The Council also reserves the right to make payment 
of a grant conditional upon receipt of evidence a) that 
the scholar has been able to arrange access to sour- 
ces of material (such as archives, libraries, docu- 
mentary collections) or b) that persons he wishes to 
interview are available and willing or c) that in the 
case of research on sensitive topics (for example in 
Eastern Europe and in developing nations), he has 
obtained permission from the relevant authorities to 
undertake his project and that his presence in the 
country is acceptable. 
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Payment of Grant 





Grants are normally paid to the university or to the 
institution with which an applicant is associated, to 
be disbursed to the applicant for the purposes 
specified in his application. 


In the case of a private scholar the grant may be paid 
directly to him. 


When a grant is to be paid in several instalments the 
first instalment is issued when the grantee sends in 
his request for payment. Later instalments will be 
paid upon receipt of his request accompanied by a 
financial statement of expenditures to date and a 
brief account of the activities carried out during the 
preceding period. 


Permission will be given to extend a grant period if 
convincing reasons are presented, but any unspent 
balance must be returned to the Council at the end of 
the period. It may not be held in expectation of a 
further grant. 


Applicants are reminded that research grants may not 


be used to cover expenses incurred before the date 
on which an award is announced. 
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Change of Plans 








49 Funds are granted for the specific purpose and plans 


presented in the original application. If in the course 
of conducting his research the grantee considers it 
desirable to change his plans and to divert funds 
from one budget item to another, he should request 
permission to do so from the Council; sympathetic 
consideration will be given to such requests when 
adequate justification is presented. If the diversion of 
funds represents less than 10 per cent of a given 
budget item, up to a ceiling of $200, and at the same 
time involves no significant change in research plans, 
the grantee need not consult the Council in advance 
but should explain in his report the reasons for the 
change. 
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Supplementary Requests 
Renewal of Support 





If the grantee requires additional funds for use during 
the period covered by a grant, he may present a 
request in the form of a letter, in which he should 
justify the need. If the period for which the award 
was given has expired, the investigator will normally 
be expected to fill out a new application form in 
order to request further support. 


A scholar may apply for a series of standard grants 

in support of the same project. Each request for 
renewal must be submitted on the regular application 
forms.

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Reports 





A report of expenditures (or financial statement) must 
accompany all requests for payment of instalments 
after the first. It must also be attached to requests for 
renewal of support either through standard grants or 
extended grants. A final report of expenditures should 
be sent in not later than three months after the com- 
pletion of a project. 


Reports of expenditure should be itemized under the 
following headings: personnel, travel, technical ser- 
vices, equipment, and other expenditures. 


It is the responsibility of the grant-holder to ensure 
that reports of expenditures are provided at the 
appropriate times either by himself or by the 
university. 


A report of activity must accompany all requests for 
the payment of instalments after the first. It should 
provide brief information on: 

i recruitment and use of personnel; 

ii purchase of equipment 

iii arrangements for field work (where pertinent); 

iv experience with the time-table or schedule of 
work, including any changes which circumstan- 
ces have forced the researcher to make 
particular experiences, good and bad, which 
researchers think should be highlighted. Exam- 
ples are co-operation from and relations with 
libraries, museums, foreign authorities and 
organizations, interview ‘‘subjects”’. 


Continued... 
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57 A major report of progress must be returned when 


applying for an additional standard or extended grant 
for a given project. This report should cover substan- 
tive aspects of the work done and should be written 

in such a manner that assessors will be able to 
evaluate the achievements to date. It should cover the 
following points, as applicable: 


i Progress made in examining the hypotheses, 
concepts, or problems on which the project is 
based. 


ii Main findings or tentative conclusions of the 
research to date. 


iii Effectiveness of the research methods used, with 
emphasis on any changes or refinement in the 
original methods. 


iv Copies of questionnaires or other investigatory 
materials. 


v Publications which have already come out of this 
research. 


58 A final report of progress must be returned to the 


Council not later than three months after the comple- 
tion of a research project. It should in general cover 
the same points as the major report of progress, but 
should in addition indicate publications which may in 
the future result from the work done. 


Research Assistants 


59 Graduate students engaged on research projects are 
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generally subject to the same citizenship require- 
ments as are holders of Canada Council doctoral 
fellowships, that is they must be either Canadian 
citizens or landed immigrants, except where the 
nature of the project or the lack of qualified per- 
sonnel justifies exceptions. Exceptions must be 
authorized by Council. 


Canada Council doctoral fellowship holders may not 
in addition be paid as research assistants out of funds 
provided by the Canada Council in support of re- 
search projects, although the direct costs related to 
their work as research assistants on a project 
(subject to the limitations noted on page 14) may be 
eligible for support. 


Other personnel working for salary without expect- 
ation of academic benefit from their participation may 
be employed in accordance with policies acceptable 
to the university. 
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Research Associate 





For the purpose of research supported by Canada 
Council grants, a research associate is defined as a 
person with research experience, holding a graduate 
degree, who is employed full-time by the principal 
investigator to perform managerial or special func- 
tions under the direction of the principal investigator 
without relieving the latter of responsibility for plan- 
ning and supervising the project as a whole. 
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Consultants 





63 Specialized consultants to give occasional advice on 
highly technical matters connected with a project 
may be needed and in certain cases may be paida 
fee. It is generally expected, however, that colleagues 
will be willing to criticize and advise as part of reci- 
procal scholarly communication, in which case a fee 
will not be considered appropriate, although travel 
and subsistence costs may be entertained. In general 
the principal investigator is expected to possess the 
qualifications and experience necessary to direct the 
project or, if not, to obtain the help of fellow scholars 
as collaborators or co-investigators.

as follows: 


Graduate students employed full-time in the summer 
and part-time (not to exceed one-quarter time) during 
the academic term will be eligible for a maximum of 
$3,000. This is calculated on the basis of $500 a 
month full-time and $125 a month part-time, but the 
payments may be equalized on a monthly basis. 


Graduate students who choose to work full-time on a 
project for a year or more will be eligible for grant 
support up to a maximum rate of $7,000 a year. If 
higher rates are to be paid, the investigator must 
find the difference from other sources. 


Personnel who will obtain academic benefit from 
participation in a project may not in addition to 
salary be provided with subsistence allowances in 
the field (unless in exceptional circumstances) 
although costs of their transportation will be allow- 
able. If the investigator prefers, a combination of 
salary and subsistence may be provided if the total 
does not exceed Council rates for salary. 


Remuneration for a research associate will be pro- 
vided at a rate acceptable to the university, the Coun- 
cil being willing to pay 75 percent of salary on 
condition that the university accepts responsibility 
for the remaining 25 percent. 
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Equipment and Supplies 


Reasonable amounts are allowable for stationery, 
postage, and telephone calls and so on, as well as for 
the purchase of special material such as cards, tapes, 
etc., provided they are directly related to the project. 
It is expected that the university will provide space 
and such office equipment as furniture, filing cabi- 
nets, typewriters, calculating machines, microfilm 
readers. 


The Council is willing to provide disposable supplies 
within reason and non-disposable supplies such as 
tape recorders or cameras on condition that the 
applicant, having first ascertained that these are not 
available in his department or university, can assure 
the Council of the need for special purchase. The 
same regulation applies to laboratory and film equip- 
ment. All non-disposable items provided by the 
Council become the property of the university. 
Departments are expected to keep an inventory of 
equipment granted by the Council and to avoid 
duplication of requests for such items. 


Funds may be used to purchase documentation and 
material essential to the project which are not avail- 
able through the university library or inter-library loan 
services, such as catalogues, published data, copies 
of text to be edited. Funds may not be applied to the 
purchase of general reference works for the building 
up of personal, departmental or library collections on 
the research topic. 


Technical Services 


75 If such services are to be obtained by contract, the 
Council may require that a copy of the contractor's 
estimate be submitted with the application, and that 
a copy of the final written agreement or contract be 
deposited with the Council before payment Is 
provided by the Council. It is expected that the 
applicant will reach firm agreements: the Council 
does not commit itself to providing supplementary 
amounts if final costs exceed those specified in a 
contract or written agreement. 
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ANNOUNCEMENT OF NEW POLICY RELATING TO 
PAYMENT OF COMPUTER TIME 
RESEARCH GRANTS AND LEAVE FELLOWSHIP PROGRAMS 





Effective September 1, 1970, the Canada Council will 
accept computer time as one of the costs eligible for support in 
research projects in the Humanities and the Social Sciences. In 
extending its present support of data processing costs to include 
the cost of machine time, the Council hopes to help its grant 
holders to secure needed services, either outside or within the 
university, in the most advantageous manner. 


It is expected that university computing services will 
favoured users of the facilities. 

To enable the Council to secure adequate assessment, 
applicants requesting money to cover data processing are urged to 
provide full information about: 


(1) what type and quantity of data are to be processed; 


(2) why computer processing has been chosen in preference 
to other means; 


(3) the costs, compared with those of alternative methods 
of analysis, where appropriate; 


(4) what type and quantity of printed output is anticipated, 


When the applicant plans to use services available at a 


university computer centre, the Council expects to receive evidence 


that the Director of the centre is aware of the proposal and that 
services can be provided at the rate stated in the budget. 


Holders of Leave Fellowships may, as part of their research 
allowance, claim for cost of computer time, on submission of receipts. 
Those wishing to claim more than the research allowance provided must 


do so by means of a research grant application, 


Costs of computer time incurred after September 1, 1970 
will be eligible for support. 


N.B. Requests for payment of computer time cannot be entertained 


in the Doctoral Fellowship Program.

Si le requérant compte s'adresser au centre de calcul de 
l'université, il devra donner des preuves que le directeur du centre est au 
courant de son projet et que les services seront facturés au taux mentionné 
dans le budget. 


Les titulaires de bourses de travail libre pourront compter le 
temps machine dans leur frais de recherche, a condition de présenter des 
recus. Ceux qui désireraient dépasser la somme autorisée pour les frais 
de recherche devront solliciter une subvention de recherche.
